Play therapy for children started at Victory Hospital 



"Play is not just a way of passing time or 
keeping young children from bothering 
adults. It is a vital part of a child's develop- 
ment," says Martha Jo Church, MSN, 
pediatrics patient care director at Victory 
Memorial Hospital in Waukegan. 
. "Hospitalization can cause feelings of 
stress and isolation from the family- which 
hinder a child's physical recovery,", she ad- 
ded. 

Victory Memorial Hospital recently im- 
plemented a play therapy program designed 
to support the treatment of a child's injury or 
illness by promoting a means to release ten- 
sions, express' fears and frustrations, and 
confront reality. • 

Dolores Russel, part-time ward clerk and 
Play Program Coordinator explained, 
-^Children qftenuse-play_to expr ess feelin gs, 
and understand what is happening to them. 
The stimulation they get from playing helps 
them get better, parents can get involved, 
too." i ' . 4 

The program began at Victory on Oct. 5, 
and is currently envolving as needs arise, 
said Mrs. Church. She explained that there 
are three phases to the development of the 
program. The hospital is in the first part: 



gathering toys to meet the ages and interests 
of children, infants through teens; obtaining 
proper facilities and storage cabinets; set- 
ting up play routines; and building up a staff 
of trained volunteers. 

The second stage envisions individual and 
group play, sessions directed at a certain 
disease or situation, family involvement, and 
education. 

Mrs. Church emphasized, "Patient and 
family * education through play greatly 
enhances the child's ability to cope with 
hospitalization, learn about future events, 
treatments and conditions while at the same 
time allowing the child to gradually ex- 
ternalize fears of painful or frightening even- 
ts." 

The third phase of Victory's play therapy 
program will involve play to assess a young 
_patient's develo pment and prog ress. Ac- 
cording to Dolores Russell, play therapy 
provides a means of assessment and 
evaluation in a setting more natural for the 
child. 

Besides working toward a bachelor's 
degree in social science, Mrs. Russell will at- 
tend an eight-session seminar on play 
therapy to be taught at Children's Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago this winter. When com- 



plete, Victory's program will involve the use 
of toys, are mediums, music, puppets, dolls, 
and the hospital's current pre-surgical 
"Operation Owl" tours to help children cope 
with feelings of fear, bore dom, loneli ness 
and parental absence. 

"We are often short-handed here in 
pediatrics," explained Mrs. Russell. "It is 
frequently frustrating to sit behind the desk 
and not be able to respond to the obvious 



needs. The new program is a chance for less 
medically oriented members of the staff, like 
me, to have a meaningful part in the child's 
recovery."
